An Elaborate Report From Colonel iy- 


man Brldgos. 


CABSOJJ, August 13.—The Board of Com- 


missioners for the reclamation of desert 
lanlt and the storage of wats? m»t to-day 
at 1 O'clock, present Evan Williams, L. A. 
BlftkMlee, John Bradley and H. Spring- 
meyer. 


The Attorney General presented bis an- 


swers to several questions propounded to 
him at tho last misting as to tbs legality 
of the act creating the offlea of the com- 
mission from members of th« Legislature. 
He held as the office was not one of profit 
to the members they could IrgaUy net as 
commission*™. 
• 


Chairman Williams culled upon Colonel 


Lymau Bridges, who said that be fonnd 
very fine reservoir sites in Hope Valley, on 
the headwaters of the west fork of the Car- 
son; also at Horseahoa Band by making 
a dam 1,000 feet long that would make 
an immense reservoir. 


He said that the forks of the Cursou 


emptied into a long valley, in this State, 
and be thought a reservoir could be built 
in that valley for $200,000. He said that 
200,000 acres of land could be reclaimed by 
snch a syitem *md when tbi General 
Government shall build a resarvoir in 
Hope valley, the system would bo complete 
to tarnish all the water needed for power 
and irrigation purposes. 
He suid there 


ware sites for eight reservoirs at tbe haad 
of the Carson; that the dam necessary 
would be 200 feet long at the base, 900 feet 
on top and 100 feet high. He estimated 
the cist of the dam at $200,000. He said 
it would store water over an area of five 
square miles and it would be fifty feet 
daep. 


Mr. Williams stutsd that tho committee 


vnnld nat enteitain any proposition to 
b_ Id a dam that would cost $200,000, and 
asked if some other kind of material could 
not ha nseci. 


Mr. Bridges paid that a o'ay dam with a 


solid front could be built much cheaper. 
Mr. Bridges also stated that our people bad 
received much credit for voting an appro- 
priation for the storage of water, and he 
believed that the General Government 
would take hold of the matter with much 
greater interest from that fact, and he 
thought there was DO donbt of getting ma- 
terial aid. Ho said that the system would 
cover five counties, namely: 
Douglas, 


Ormsby, Lyon, Canrobill acd Washoe; 
that he would tap Lake Tuhoe at both ends 
and take the wat»r through tho nat jral out- 
lets down theTruckee and a tunnel through 
to Hope valley from the south end of Lake 
Tahoe. 


G«neial T. D. Edwards, under the in- 


structions of the Board, presented an elab- 
orate report, showing N«Tad»'s resources 
if the water was properly stored, and the 
vast amount ol land susceptible of rec- 
lamation. Ha quoted largely from the 
State Surveyor General's report, showing 
the area approiimatelyclttS3)fied as follows: 


Water area, 1,081,600 aerse; forestry, 


2,000,000; agricultural lauds, 30,000,000 
acres; mineral lands, 15.000,000 acres; 
sa'.inas, borax, nitro, sulphur deposit*, al- 
kali flats and deserts, 3,G5G,00() acrei; to- 
tal, 71,730^000 acres. 


He showed approximately the number of 


acre* that can be reclaimed by a proper 
water storage in the several counties of the 
State. His report showed the number ol 
streams and rivers in this State to be 35, 
and the number of lakes and ponds to be 
925, and irrigable lanus about 10,000,000 
acres. 


The Board adopted the report and will 


presoiit it to thi Congressional Committte 
when they meet here on the 20th iust. 


The|Board then adjourned to meet the 


Committee from Washington.

Entiance lo all t-oltlng and running races to> 
close with too Secretary at 9 o'clock I> M or. 
Tuesday. August 20,1869. 


All entries to be made In writing, to give sex' 
color and marks of hones. Also name and real- 
dence of owner, and in running races colors to be 
worn by rider, and any other particulars that will 
enable the audience to distinguish tbe horse in the 
ce. 
Writ* "Entries to Races," on outside of envelope 
and seal. 


Entrance fee fen percent of purse, lo accompany 


entries. 


In all races, 6 or more to enter and 3 or more lo 
start. 


National Association rnlei to govern trotting, 
but the Board reserves tbe rich! to trot heats ot 
any two classes alternately, II necessary to finish 
any day's racing, or to troi a special race between 
the heats, or change the order of races advertised 
for any day. 


Unless otherwlce ordered by the Board, no horse 
is qualified to be entered in any olstrict race that 
has not been owned »nd kept in the District lit <«i 
months prior to the day of the race, and any iatry 
by any person of any diso,.nlnled horse sb 11 be 
held liable for the entrance fee contracted, without 
any right to compete for a puree, and shall be held 
liable to penalties prescribed by the national As- 
sociation and Rules oi tbe Btate Agricultural So- 
ciety and expulsion from tbe Association. 


If, in the opinion of the Judges, any race cannot 


be completed on the closing day ol the Fair. It- 
may be continued or declared eft at the ontion of 
the Judges.
